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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Cole et 
a | (6444214 B1). 

Cole is concerned with the creation of a binder composition for a nonwoven web 
(col. 3, lines 57-60). Said binder comprising a water dispersible polymer, which 
is non-dispersible in aqueous solutions having .5% or more inorganic salt (3, 
lines 39-44). Said binder comprising a hydrophilic monomer and a non- 
hydrophilic monomer (cols. 8-9, lines 52-15). Said binder having applicant's 
claimed Tg value (table 1). 

Cole teaches applicant's claimed fiber length (col. 20, lines 44-46). 

Cole teaches applicant's claimed binder/fiber weight percentages (col. 19, lines 

41-43). 

Cole possesses applicant's claimed strength properties (col. 37, lines 50-65). 
Cole teaches applicant's claimed additives and lotions (col. 24, lines 55-63 and 
32, lines 35-65). 
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Cole teaches applicant's claimed basis weight (col. 21, lines 48-50). 
Cole teaches the addition of inorganic salts (col. 8, lines 65-68).
